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ULTRA VIOLET RAYS. 

E call attention to an article, entitled ‘“Sun- 

shine for Animals,” appearing on page 974 
in this issue of THE BLOOD-HoRSE. It is from 
the pen of Dr. Herbert G. Frankel, who is de- 
voting much time te research work in ultra violet 
rays, so much in the minds of breeders and own- 
ers of Thoroughbred horses at the present time. 
We think this article can be read with much 
benefit by those owning ultra violet ray equip- 
ment. It is our impression that what has been 
done thus far really is in the nature of experi- 
ment, and that the proper technique for ultra 
violet rays, for animals especially, has yet to be 
determined. We note with particular interest 
Dr. Frankel’s statement that horses get the bene- 
fits of ultra violet rays through the entire body. 
Only a day or two before this article came to 
our desk two veterinarians having important 
practice expressed doubt that the rays will pene- 
trate under the hair of a horse any more than 
under the fur of other animals. We would be 
glad to hear from any and all who have knowl- 
edge of this point. Out of discussion progress 
is made. 


The Literary Digest, quoting facts set forth 
by Dr. Charles F. Pabst, chief dermatrologist 
of the Greenpoint Hospital, Brooklyn, N. Y., re- 
printed from The Medical Mentor (New York), 
says in its issue for the week ending August 2, 
that protection should be had from the sun’s 
rays, especially during June, July and August, 
“‘because in those months the rays of the sun are 
very rich in ultra-violet light, which burns and 
blisters the skin.” This, of course, has reference 
to the skin of a person. To quote further: “This 
ultra-violet light is most intense from 10 a. m. 
until 2 p. m. (Standard Time)” and one is ad- 
vised to keep out of the sunlight between those 
hours if the avoidance of severe sunburn is de- 
sired. The Nordic is generally excepted, since 
the majority of them are heliophobes, and the 
article further relates that “nature has given 
the Negro a dark skin in order to protect him 
from the strong ultra-violet light of the tropics.” 
The practice of Kentucky breeders to keep their 
Thoroughbreds out of the sun during the mid- 
day has long been in force, and here would seem 


to be a reason, though the breeders and their 
men generally say it is to prevent the sun-burn- 
ing of the coats of the animals. 


TWO-DOLLAR-BILL. 

ATELY there has been going the rounds of 

the press again discussion as to the origin 
of the unluckiness of, or the jinx attaching to, 
the two-dollar bill. It is averred in Missouri 
that the superstition originated at a race course, 
the allegation being that “the jinx came about” 
when bettors, “making two-dollar wagers, and 
losing so often that some one imagined that the 
two-dollar bill was a jinx, because it happened a 
few times when he bet with one that he lost his 
bets, and so started the story which keeps going 
the rounds.” 

We are not prepared to say that this explana- 
tion is or is not correct, but we do know that 
many people who go to the races have no par- 
ticular fancy for two-dollar bills. They regard 
them generally as a source of annoyance. They 


become confused in handling them, sometimes: 


mistaking them for “fives,” and not infrequently 
handing them out as “ones.” In short, on the 
race course in this day and time the two-dollar 
bill is considered more in the nature of a nui- 
sance than a jinx.

HAMILTON. 

AMILTON closed its second summer meeting 

of the usual seven days duration, on Wednes- 
day, August 6. The closing day feature was the 
Hamilton Handicap for 3-year-olds and upward, 
and it was won by Miss Blanche Watson’s Nos- 
taw, in a thrilling finish. Seagram Stable’s 
Solace was second and Scared o’ Nothin, Sunvir, 
Meridian Queen and Strongheart, finished in the 
order given. The meeting at Hamilton course 
was most successful. The racing conditions were 
favorable and there were, as usual on the Cana- 


dian tracks, a sufficent number of horses to 
make good contests. 


FORT ERIE. 
The Niagara Racing Association began its 


second summer meeting of seven days at its 
Fort Erie track on Saturday, August 9. The 
feature of the inaugural program was the Gen- 
eral Brock Handicap, in which Seagram Stable’s 
Sweet Sentiment took the measure of Blimp, 
William T., Meridian Queen, Nostaw, Andromeda 
and Little Gyp, running the one mile and 70 
yards in 1:43 2-5. The winner, for $2 ticket, 
paid $29.15. Seagram Stable chalked up another 
victory on the opening day when the heavily 
backed Khorasan, 2-year-old son of *Omar Khay- 
yam, won at five and one-half furlongs.

But let us not forget that the 
laws of average still govern, and that this heated 
visitation will work out ultimately a big bene- 
fit to a large number.

Louisville Times, evidently are not of the frater- 
nity commonly designated in race track parlance 
as “we boys,” for they’ve been putting things in 
their columns about the racing at Latonia that 
one of the Colonel’s brigade would never let roll 
out of a typewriter. This doesn’t mean that they 
have been “slinging the hammer.” Far from it. 
They have recognized the fact that a good pub- 
lic hasn’t been getting the protection from the 
stewards to which it is entitled. In a way, they 
are confirming what THE BLOOD-HORSE has been 
saying all along.

LEADING MONEY-WINNING MARES 


HACOLET, bred in the stud of Lord Rosebery, 

in England, did not start on her racing 
career in this country until she was 3 years old 
in 1921. She started three times and was un- 
placed. The next year she started 11 times, 
winning two races, was once second and once 
third. In 1923 at five she won nine races, was 
five times second and once third from 21 starts. 
That was her best year, her winning races in- 
cluding Kentucky Special Handicap (1 3-16 miles 
in 1:56 3-5 over a fast track) in which she de- 
feated In Memoriam, Shuffle Along, etc.; Latonia 
Cup, 2 miles and a quarter, in which she carried 
the top weight of 123 pounds and won easily in 
8:57 over a fast track. Cherry Tree, Tip Toe 
Inn and Fantoche finished behind her. She was 
second that year to Hephaistos in the Pimlico 
Cup, she carrying top weight of 117 pounds. 
The time for the 2 miles and a quarter was 
3:58 3-5 over a sloppy track. She earned that 
year $73,970. Her next season she won two 
races, was four times second and once third from 
nine starts. She won the Dixie Handicap and 
was second to Chilhowee in the Clark Handicap, 
second to Modest in the Grainger Memorial Han- 
dicap and behind her were Chilhowee, Beau But- 
ler, Hopeless, Dazzler, etc. She was second to 
Actuary in the Independence Handicap, 1 3-16 
miles, in which Actuary set a track record of 
1:55 4-5, and second in the Dominion Handicap 
to Spot Cash. Her next season she won only 
one race from five starts, thus she won 15 races 
from 46 starts earning a total of $109,244.

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SUNSHINE FOR ANIMALS

¢éFT\HE world has gone sunshine mad,” said an 

eminent authority, and it really seems as if 

his statement is true. We are going in for sun- 

shine to a greater extent than we have ever 
dreamed of before. 

Why this sunshine craze? Is it just a fad? 

Does this new theory have a solid foundation? 


In the first place, in order to understand fully 
the value of sunlight, we should be acquainted 
with the many rays that compose sunlight. 

The sunlight that we see is composed of many 
visible and invisible rays. These rays are not of 
the same intensity, some being stronger in their 
action than others. For example, of the total 
amount of the sun’s rays, only about 6 per cent 
is in the ultra violet part, 20 per cent are visible 
or white light, and about 76 per cent are infra 
red or heat rays. The figures given above apply 
from May 15 to September 15 only, and the per- 
centage of ultra violet in the sun goes from 6 
per cent to less than one-half of one per cent 
during the winter months. 

It so happens that the ultra violet rays of the 
sun are the health rays. They promote growth. 
They stimulate the activity of the growing plant, 
the animal or the human being with the result 
that, in many cases, the individual or the animal 
does not receive enough of these rays from the 
sun, and therefore does not thrive accordingly. 
The heat rays promote the warmth needed by 
nature to nurture the earth and to loosen out the 
kinks and stiffness produced by the many months 
of winter. This we will discuss at a future date, 
but at this time we will deal only with the ultra 
violet or health building rays. There are two 
types of these rays—those which are used to 
build up the body, promote growth, and to sup- 
ply pep, vim, vigor and endurance, and those 
that are germicidal in their action. 

The latter type are used for infections which 
occur in the body, such as ulcers, sores, etc., and 
are also used in purifying the water we drink. 

Now, as stated before, ultra violet rays occur in 
their maximum form only during the summer 
months, and these form but a fraction of the en- 
tire year. Another disadvantage of sunshine 
ultra violet is that dust, dirt, smoke or clouds 
will filter it out, also if we live in a low altitude, 
we do not rece‘ve as many of the rays, as they 
will not penetrate through the space. Now, do 
not mistake sunshine visible for ultra violet in- 
visible, as the sun may shine quite brightly and 
still be deficient in invisible ultra violet. 

Artificial ultra violet, which has been devised 
by the use of passing a direct current through 
a quartz tube, which is partially filled with mer- 
cury and has a tungsten target, is supplanting the 
natural sunlight, due to the fact that it contains 
about 33 per cent of ultra violet as compared to 
6 per cent of the ultra violet in natural sunlight. 
Results can be duplicated, as your source of light 
is constant and does not vary, as does the sun. 

Why use ultra violet, and what is its signifi- 
cance in the treatment of animals? 

When ultra violet first came to notice, it was 
found by experimentation that it had a great 
effect upon the growth of young animals. It 
seems that young animals, and even babies, are 
sometimes born with a lack of calcium or phos- 


phorus content in their bones. This is probably 
due to the fact that the mother of the infant or 
animal has not sufficient surplus of calcium and 
phosphorus to give the child or young animal. 
These young ones develop slowly, and in some 
instances their bones are soft and elastic and 
their weight below par. For example, we have 
seen hundreds of rats in the laboratory, anywhere 
from 3 to 24 days old, that were so small and 
deformed, due to lack of calcium, that they 
could not even stand on their feet. Baby chicks 
have been observed the same way and many ani- 
mals have grown up with thin, scrawny legs and 
thin bodies. If one were to examine the bones of 
these animals, one would, at a glance, see the 
lack of calcium and phosphorus in the bone itself. 
This holds true of children also, and the same 
conditions are found in horses, dogs, cats, etc. 
These animals and children, if not properly treat- 
ed, remain stunted and weak. They develop many 
other complications and are never as strong as 
the normal animal or child. 

How then do we bring these up to normal? 
Investigators have found that by exposing rats 
to artificial sunlight for a period of from three 
weeks to two months they can not only cure all 
of the symptoms, but in many cases the rat will 
go far ahead of its supposedly normal size and 
weight. This holds true with chicks, rabbits, 
dogs, etc. 

This process of development is caused by a 
certain biochemical action of the light on certain 
substances found in the body of the animal, and 
is too complicated for discussion at this time. 
We have been told that the rat obtains its ultra 
violet by licking its fur and through its tail; rab- 
bits and dogs through the nose and eyes, and 
chicks through the comb. Horses, which resem- 
ble man more closely than any of the others, get 
it through the entire body. 

There is also another use for artificial light 
which has found great favor in the athletic 
group. Wrestlers and boxers are using it in their 
training for pepping them up, and to give them 
speed and endurance. Some of our most noted 
football teams and professional baseball teams 
supply it routinely for their players, and to in- 
crease their stamina and ability to stay in the 
game. Race horses and dogs given ultra violet 
for short periods will have greater endurance 
than those who do not receive it. A great many 
of our colleges are today using it to reduce the 
amount of common colds that their students are 
prone to have during the winter months. 

Yes, we are “sunshine mad,” but being that 
way we are producing a better class of animals 
and human beings, and we are slowly overcoming 


many of the difficulties which perplexed our fore- 
fathers.

EVEN of the ten starters in The Enquirer Han- 
dicap at Latonia carried overweight. Manta, 
the winner, Royal Julian, runner-up, and Islam, 
the disappointing favorite, were the only excep- 
tions. Islam had a good excuse for his failure, 
as he had just arrived by van from Arlington at 
noon. Royal Julian would very likely have been 
an easy winner of the event had he not been 
standing sideways at the break. After being 
practically left, he was only beaten a short nose 
for the winner’s portion.

Noting that 
his name does not appear on the eligible list for 
the majority of the stakes for the juvenile di- 
vision to be decided, it is manifest that his con- 
nections had hardly expected him to race so 
smartly. Rather an unprepossessing youngster 
when I saw him at the famous Idle Hour Farm of 
his owner as a suckling and again as a yearling, 
he can run more than a little nevertheless. What, 
with the accomplishments of Siskin, Foreign Ex- 
change, Ada Epinard, Blind Bowboy and such 
reputed speedsters as Follow Thru and Epithet 
(half-brother to Genie) which have yet to dis- 
play their wares in public, *Epinard is assured 
of plenty of work for his season at Hal. Price 
Headley’s Beaumont Farm next spring. ‘Tis 
said that several life-sized fortunes have been 
refused for the grand son of Badajoz—Epine 
Blanche.

HAT the stewads at Saratoga have no respect 
for who you are when it comes to meting out 
penalties for infractions of the rules was evi- 
denced when they disqualified the Whitney entry 


which actually finished first and second in the 
Seneca Claiming Stakes there August 4. Angry 
(half-brother to Diavolo) set the pace and won 
as his rider pleased, but the other half of the 
entry, Prometheus, crowded the others on the 
backside, causing Jockey Frankie Catrone to be 
thrown from Yankee Doodle, shaking up the boy 
considerably. The race, which was worth'$3,800 
to the winner, was awarded to the third horse, 
Al Green. é 

Indeed it was a tough break for the Whitney 
stable, but that disqualifications must be effected 
in cases of this nature is apparent, for if the of- 
fenders were to get by unpunished it would lead 
to racing the like of which has not yet been seen 
in civilized parts. Whenever one of an entry is 
disqualified, other representatives are automati- 
cally placed last. A good ruling, that, and one 
that is in effect at all recognized tracks with the 
exception of those on the Pacific coast. The of- 
ficials there are empowered to exercise their own 
judgment as to whether or not the entry be placed 
completely out of the money.

The Greentree Stable won 
three, .Whitney Stable two, and Marshall Field, 
Sagamore Stable and George D. Widener one 
each. .The Greentree Stable had a big week. 
Surf Board, which they purchased from the Him- 
yar Stud yearling consignment last year, account- 
ed for the Saratoga Sales Stakes on Tuesday, 
and came back on Thursday to win the Albany 
Handicap, while Jolly Roger won the North 
American Steeplechase Handicap on Saturday. 
Trainer Tommy W. Murphy had a great day on 
Tuesday, when he saddled the winners of three 
of the card’s six races. In addition to Surf 
Board’s stakes victory that day, Goose Egg and 
Comic, the latter making his first appearance un- 
der colors, were winners. 

The Whitney Stable furnished the winner and 
the second horse in Angry and Prometheus, in 
the Seneca Claiming Stakes, but Jockey Robert- 
son, on Prometheus, bumped into and knocked 
down Yankee Doodle, and, as the rule requires, 
a double disqualification was made, although 
Angry was clear of the entire bunching. The 
winner’s share was given to Al Green from the 
Sagamore Stable and Bide A Wee, Col. E. R. 
Bradléy’s colt, got second money. 

- Whichone made a great showing and appar- 
ently has returned to his old form. Under the 
<olors of his breeder-owner, H. P. Whitney, he 
galloped a mile in 1:37 on Wednesday, and Sat- 
urday he went a mile and a quarter in 2:04. The 
followers of the Whitney colt declare him to ba 
in the best of condition and that in his meeting 
with Gallant Fox on Saturday, August 16, in the 
Travers Mid-Summer Derby, the story will be 
different from that in the Belmont. However, 
those who favor the sturdy son of *Sir Gallahad 
TII declare that the Whitney colt has not had 
any opposition and that “the Fox’ will take his 
ameasure as easily as he did in the Belmont. 

George D. Widener’s Jamestown, winning his 
fourth consecutive race on Saturday, and his 
‘third stakes victory, upset many opinions about 
the best 2-year-old out this season, when he so 
easily raced the crack Whitney colt, Equipoise, 
fnto defeat. Up to the moment when this con- 
test took place on Saturday, Equipoise had been 
declared by many to be the fleetest youngster 
saddled this year. When the Whitney star took 
his licking the honors were bestowed on the son 
of St. James. Along with Equipoise, the much 
heralded Ormesby, a son of *Sir Gallahad III 
from the Belair Stud, was also humbled. 

Marshall Field’s home-bred filly, Escutcheon, 
by *Sir Gallahad III, won the fiftieth runn 
of the Alabama Stakes for 3-year-old fillies, and 
back of her were Conclave, Flying Gal, Goose 
Egg, Dustmall, Snowflake, and others. 


SURF BOARD WINS FEATURE. 


Greentree Stable’s Surf Board was the best in

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PRACTICAL LIGHT HORSE BREEDING 


In the Blue Grass of -Kentucky and Its 
Possibilities Throughout the United States

PART VI. 
BREEDING HORSES THROUGHOUT THE 
UNITED STATES. 


NEEDS—-RESULTS—-POSSIBILITIES 


NEEDS: 

T is realized by the Federal Government and 

by sportsmen that our Army, and our hunt 
and polo clubs cannot be mounted entirely on 
pure bred horses. Besides there are large num- 
bers of individuals who prefer an animal with a 
dash of cold blood for the Army and for sport. 
Insofar as conformation and staying qualities are 
concerned, it is generally conceded that a good 
runner, if large enough to appeal to the indi- 
vidual, is usually a good hunter; and if too small 
for a hunter, the animal would, in many cases, 
make an excellent polo pony. The good heavy-

weight hunter is a good type draft horse for the 
Field Artillery, and any level-headed and sound 
Thoroughbred that performs with credit on the 
track would make an ideal Cavalry mount. 


The half-Thoroughbred is recognized as a gen- 
eral utility animal. A half or better bred per- 
forms all tasks except hauling very heavy loads 
with greater courage and satisfaction than a 
strictly cold blood. It is quite evident then that 
the propagation of the pure bred horse is most 
vital. More than that, there must be a standard 
by which he is continually measured. The best 
tests are public trials on the race course. Confor- 
mation, soundness and staying qualities are all 
reflected in performance. The result is the fac- 
tor which guides the breeder in his efforts to im- 
prove the individual. Count Lehndorff in his 
“Horse Breeding Recollections,” asks: “What 
would become of the usefulness of our half-breds, 
what of the Cavalry, without a continuation of 
crosses with stallions of pure blood, bred for 
stoutness and chosen on account of their proper 
excellent qualities, so as to constantly renew the 
necessary steel in the breed?” 


Methods in practice in the successful breeding 
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of pure breds in Kentucky, Virginia, etc., can be = ———-__________—- 
applied to some extent at least in raising half or 
better-bred horses throughout the United States. 
Animals can be stabled, exercised and fed and, 
if necessary, the soil can be limed. Horses can 
be raised anywhere. Some localities are natur- 
ally favored over others. Kentucky, by no means, 
is the only excellent horse-producing state. Fol- 
lowing are remarks on this subject by Mr. 
Charles E. Brossman as published in The Thor- 
oughbred Record for December 28, 1929: 

“The United States of America is more 
bountifully provided by nature with all the 
requirements to produce high class race 
horses than any other country in the world. 
There is hardly a state in the Union that 
some portion of it will not produce superior 
live-stock. All through the mid-Western 
country, in an early day, great herds of buf- 
falo wandered in such numbers that the sup- 
ply seemed to be inexhaustible. Millions of 
the huge beasts were slaughtered for their 
pelts and the carcasses left to the wolves or 
to rot on the soil.

many cases, appraised at a higher value 
than it would fetch in the open market. The 
taxation burden of the farmer is a problem 
that must be solved or many will go into 
bankruptcy, especially so, where they depend 
upon grain as the chief revenue producer. 
The only states where the farmers are pros- 
perous are the Thoroughbred horse produc- 
ing states, and it is owing to the revival of 
racing, which has stimulated and encouraged 
breeding, that they are able to be in such a 
secure position. Always during political 
campaigns, farmers are promised relief from 
unequal taxation and unjust discrimination 
in the tariff schedule; it is however a vain 
hope that is never realized. * * * Taxes on 
real estate are like mortgages, they move on 
silently day and night and accumulate an 
indebtedness that must be paid or the old 
home will be sold to settle the obligation. 
“A number of states in former years had

millions of grazing animals, indicating to the 
pioneers, the quality of the soil. Grass and 
water, so essential to the successful produc- 
tion of high class horses, is found in abun- 
dance in almost every part of the country, 
and yet Thoroughbred horse breeding is at 
the present time restricted to a comparative- 
ly few states. With the increase in popula- 
tion and the improved roads and means of 
transportation racing could be much expand- 
ed in many directions. Racing and breeding 
form an integral part of a great agricultural 
industry. On this rich soil where once roam- 
ed the buffalo, any kind of live-stock can be a ss 
successfully produced.

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attained a high degree of fame for the pro- 
duction of high class Thoroughbred horses, 
but lost their commanding places in the 
breeding rank by the abolition of racing. 
Ohio, Tennessee, California, are some of the 
states that can be mentioned in this catego- 
ry. Ohio, with her broad acres of rich land, 
luscious blue grass and all other kinds of 
feed, and water equal to any and superior to 
most, was once in the front rank as a horse 
breeding state. Horses from Ohio were sent 
to the other states for breeding purposes 
and at one time there were a great number 
of prosperous breeding farms located within 
the state that were well and favorably known 
throughout the Nation. Record-breakers 
were bred in Ohio back as far as the old 
four-mile heat days and there was racing in 
most of the county-seat towns of the state. 
Breeding stock was sold to go as far West 
as the Pacific Coast, and an important agri- 
cultural industry was developed, but when 
racing ceased breeding waned, until ultimate- 
ly there were but few Thoroughbred stal- 
lions or mares in the state. 


“Tennessee was a breeding state of great 
importance, here the world renowned Belle 
Meade Farm was located near Nashville. 
Belle Meade was one of the oldest Thorough- 
bred nurseries in the Western country. * * * 
For years it enjoyed a national reputation 
as a nursery of high class stakes winners. 
Here at one time the English Derby winner, 
Priam, was at the head of the stud, as was 
later Iroquois, the American-bred winner of 
the English classic. Here, too, the mighty 
Vandal held court, as did John Morgan, 
Great Tom, Childe Harold, *Bonnie Scotland, 
Bramble, Duke Blackburn, Jack Malone, En- 
quirer and many others of national fame. 
When racing was abolished.in Tennessee, 
extensive horse breeding in that state be- 
came a memory, and so passed out of Ten- 
nessee an industry that brought in much 
money to the various stock farms of the 
state. Memphis and Nashville were great 
racing points and each gave two successful 
race meetings each year, breeders were pros- 
perous and the agriculturists satisfied. <A

racing law, such as they have in Kentucky 

or Illinois, would be of great advantage to 

the farmers in many states and would bring 
in a revenue that would assist in reducing 
taxation.” 

Trevathan’s “The American Thoroughbred” 
amplifies Mr. Brossman’s statement and gives 
additional localities in which the Thoroughbred 
has flourished. Many Standard-bred horses are 
produced in Pennsylvania, New York, [Illinois 
and Indiana, excellent Saddle-bred horses raised 
in Missouri and California are winning in the 
show ring; New Hampshire, Wisconsin and Cali- 
fornia produce Arabs, and Vermont is the home 
of the Morgan, etc., etc. 

At present our best half-bred polo ponies are 
raised in Texas and other Southeastern states. 
Excellent hunters in reasonable number are be- 
ing produced in Virginia, Maryland and New 
York and in the West. However, up to the pres- 
ent time our native polo pony and hunter are 
not raised in sufficient quantity to equal the de- 
mand. We are importing what we should raise. 

Our Army has at present a horse and mule 
strength of less than 40,000, but it is interesting 
to recall that during the World War 387,421 
horses and 184,166 mules were in use in the mili- 
tary forces. Of this number there were 123,254 
casualties! Of the animals in use during the 
World War, the great majority were nondescripts 
of inferior type and conformation. In fact, type 
was practically lacking because it had been elim- 
inated by our haphazard method, or more prop- 
erly speaking, lack of method in breeding. 


RESULTS: 

Realizing that good horses can be produced in 
the United States, and convinced of the need of 
producing suitable mounts for the Army resulted 
in the provision of funds by Congress for the de- 
velopment of light horse breeding. 

The following table gives a summary of results 
obtained from the operation of the Remount 
Horse Breeding Plan since its inception in 1921 
up to and including December 31, 1928:

From a study of above table, it is evident that 
the Remount Service has justified its existence. 
Eventually, the number of stallions owned by 
the Government should total somewhere between 
1,000 and 2,500, depending upon developments. 

It is a fact that a good polo pony makes the 
best Cavalry mount and plans are now being 
formulated between the American Polo Associa- 
tion and the Remount Service to give added in- 
centive to polo pony breeding. Suitable stallions 
are to be donated by the Polo Association; they 
are to be placed by the Remount Service, and the 
two organizations are to cooperate in aiding the 
breeder to market his prospect.

WENTY-NINE yearlings were sold the first 
night of the annual series of sales of Thor- 
oughbred yearlings, under the auspices of the 
Fasig-Tipton Company. The 29 head represented 
two consignments, 19 from Edward B. McLean’s 
Belmont Plantations and 10 from E. B. Jacobs 
Shenandoah Stud. The total for the evening’s sale 
was $24,850, an average of $856.90. This average 
did not reach that made on the opening night 
in past two years, but the prices were good 
in general and the bidding was steady. There 
were 14 fillies and five colts in the Belmont Plan- 
tations group which sold for a total of $13,900, 
an average of $731.58. The top prices in this 
sale were $1,600 for the Messenger—Comixa filly 
and the same price was paid for a filly by Prince 
of Wales—The Baggage, and $1,500 for two other 
fillies, both by Messenger. Mr. Jacobs of- 
fered 8 colts and 2 fillies in his consignment 
and the 10 head brought a total of $10,950, an 
average of $1,095 each. The top price in this 
sale was $3,700 paid by the Brandon Stable for 
the brown colt by *Sun Charmer out of Peri- 
gourdine, a winner of 16 races, and a daughter 
of *Aeronaut. 

Mr. Jacob’s next best sale was $1,900 for the 
Sea Rock—Rose Margot colt, bought by R. B.

In view of the fact that the yearlings sold in

DADE PARK. 


‘Fhe Dade Park Jockey Club will open its meet- 
ing of 19 days at Dade Park, on a channel- 
changed bank of the Ohio River, in an environ 
of Evansville, Indiana, yet on Kentucky soil, 
Wednesday, August 13.

DISASTROUS FIRE. 


In a fire occasioned by lightning during an 
electrical storm last Saturday night, August 9, 
a barn and all contents, including 13 Thorough- 
breds, and a lead pony, was lost at the Kentucky 
Association race track in Lexington. The barn, 
on the highest point on the grounds, was under 
lease to Howard Oots, with Al Hamel as trainer. 
The loft of the barn was filled with hay and 
straw, and there also was a large quantity of 
oats in the bins. In the tack room was equip- 
ment for 60 horses. 

When lightning struck, the barn was ripped 
from one end to the other, and it was immediate- 
ly a seething mass of flames. So fiercely did it 
burn that men who rushed thither from all points 
were unable to get to the horses, several of which 
are believed to have been killed by the lightning 
stroke. Only one, the yearling filly out of Allaire, 
was brought out of the flames, but she was so 
severely burned that she was destroyed Sunday 
morning as an act of mercy.

Manager Thomas S. Scott 
of the Kentucky Association said the loss of the 
barn amounts to approximately $10,000, with 
about one-third insurance.

NO TRANTER SEPTEMBER SALE.

Brown Wisdom has won seven races this sea- 
con, and this is his second stakes victory, he 
having won the New Year’s Handicap at Agua 
Caliente.

BROWN WISDOM WINS ANOTHER. 


W. C. & E. W. Reichert’s 5-year-old unsexed 
son of *Brown Prince II, from Prodigy, by *Light 
Brigade, repeated his performance of Monday, 
August 4, when he won the Inaugural at Haw- 
thorne, to win on Saturday August 9, the fourth 
running of the Hawthorne Handicap, the feature 
of the card at Hawthorne. Rogers Caldwell’s 
Lady Broadcast was second, three lengths back, 
and a head better than Brown Wisdom’s stable- 
mate, My Dandy. Paul Bunyan, Silverdale, Stars 
and Bars, Pigeon Hole, Galahad, Blackwood, The 
Nut, Display, Easter Stockings and Martie Flynn 
finished in the order given. 

Brown Wisdom’s victory on Monday was in a 
six furlongs event, while his success on Saturday 
was over a route of 1 1-16 miles, the fractional 
time for which was :24 3-5, :48 1-5, 1:13 1-5, 1:39 
and 1:45, over a good track. The value to the 
winner was $26,600, with $4,000 to second, $2,000 
to third and $1,000 to fourth. Brown Wisdom 
took the lead at the end of the first six furlongs 
and held command the remainder of the route. 
He shared top weight of 117 pounds with Display. 
Lady Broadcast was fractious at the barrier and 
broke badly, but saved ground and came through 
to wear down My Dandy, also from the Reichert 
stable.

When we came back 
to Lexington he found employment as a grocer’s 
clerk, but it was not long before he was back 
with the horses. He is a fine young man and I 
am glad, very glad, that he is making good.” 


JOCKEY GARRITY DOWN. 


Jockey P. Garrity, referred to by the stewards 
at Hawthorne as “an incorrigible rough rider,” is 
under suspension for remainder of that meeting, 
the ruling having been made as of August 5. 
Just why do racing people and Turf scribes elect 
to use the word “rough” rather than “foul” when 
speaking of such riding in races? Whenever a 
jockey rails to maintain his proper course during 
a race, which is to say when he crosses abruptly, 
or when he bears in or out, touching other horses 
or other riders, he is guilty of foul riding and 
should be ruled off the Turf. Rough riding is 
foul riding. The word rough does not appear 
in the book of racing rules.
